My dear Friends, 


T is eſpecially for your Sakes, and prima- * 
rily for your Service, that I publiſh. this 
Manual of Prayers, fiited to the Ca- 
pacilies of your Minds, to the Neceſſities of your 
Souls, and tothe ſeveral Conditions aud Occe/ion:; 
of your Lives. Netwibſitanding all the Books of 
Devotion already extant (many of which are 
very uſeful and exceilent in their Kinds, and 
ſuch as I ſhould recommend to you without f. 

tering any other, did thoſe with which I am 
beſt jatisfied, reach as far as I have deſigned. 
here to go, and did not I think the Strain of 
ſome too high fur many of you, and the 
Il/ords and Expreſſions of others that 1 bave 

ſeen in your Hands, too low and flat, or too 
obſolete and improper, and which will ra- 
ther offend than edify, ſuch as have their 
Senſes better excrciled in theſe Matters;) 1 
bave come to the Reſolution of adding my Con- 
tribution to the common Stock: Vet not taking. 
upon me jo to correft or cenſure them that 
have gone before me, as to diſcourage any 
tr 6m-making. Uſe of theſe Helps which they find 
A 3 agree- 


for their «wn Service, if they ſhall think fit 


where; I doubt not but others may find as 
ſee Reaſon to add or ſubtrads, to aller or 
* ſoon expeli to ſee 'a Shoe made fit 10 every 


to fuit all the Circumſtances of every Soul. 


_ the Spirit of Supplication can tell bow to fill 


let alone what they count ſuperfluous: Leaving 
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aàgrecable to their Caſe, and efficacious to quicken 


their Devotion: But leaving every one to con- 
ſult their own Senſe, and Profit and Comfort, 
in chufing and taking what beſt likes their 
particular Guſt, and what moſt furthers their 
pious Deſigns; and ſo make what Alwrations 
alſo they pleaſe, even in tbe enſuing Offices, 


40 uſe them at all. 

Nor have 1 ſuch a Conceit of any thing that 
1s my own, as to fuppoſe it free from the 
Weakneſs and Defefts which I can eſpy elſe- 


many Faults here: Nay, I cannot think, any 
thing of this Nature to be ſo complete, but that 
ihe Yorkie himſelf (in Traft of Time) may 


amend many Particulars : Indeed I Hall as 
Feot, as a particular Form of Prayer, exact 


Ieannot undertake that the following Prayers 
Should anfever all the Occafions which any one 
may ever find for Ptayer : But they that have 


up wh at 15 wanting: And ſuch as ] help in moſt 
Caſes, may help themſelves in the reſt. I an 
rather apt to think, that ſo many as are here ſet 
down, will be cenſured for more than neeaful ; 

but (it being eaſy to pare off) the Cenſors may 


it to thoſe that will not diſdain its Aſſit- 
ance; 
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ance ;, and I had rather be under an Imputa- 
tion from ſome of my Neighbours, for buſying” 
myſelf more than ] have need, in a Work that 
might have been ſpared, than bear the Re- 
coilings of my own Mind, for neglef.ng ts 
impart any thing that I thought might be of 
Uſe and Service to the reſt. 

If any judge that I might better have left 
bis behind me, not to be ſeen till I ſhould my- 
ſelf have been no more ſeen : I was once of the 
ſame Mind, and had ſo continued; but that I 
could not be ſure, that many for whom I dęſigned 
it, might not be taken off before me; whereby 
_ this Piece of Friendſhip which I bad for them 

would have been loſt to them: And now that J 
do undertake the Thing which is liable to many 
Reflections, (whoever be the Manager) every 
one thinking be has a Title to judge of that, 
wherein every one is equally concerned; ard 
tbat Judgment paſſing according to the different 
Principles and Senliments, and the particular 
Genius and Humour of each, *iis not poſſible 
here to pleaſe every ont: But however, I ſhall 
not fail of my:Defign, if I can be ſo bappy 
as to profit ſome. And if ſo be [ take any Way 
peculiar to myſelf, I ſhall only alledge, that 
it is but the ſame Liberty as moſt Writers of 
this Subject bave taken. Tho* I pretend not to 
ſet myſelf on a Level with the noted Guides of 
others Devotion, that with good Succeſs and 
general Approbation, bave laboured berein; yet 
when-our Lord. bas only enjoined the Thing to 
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be done, without ſettling the Manner of Per- 


tormance; even an ordinary Man that is but 
converſant in theſe Matters, has Room hum- 
bly to propoſe his own Experience, a3 long as 
be aſſumes not magiſterially to impoſe it upon 
his Readers; which in this preſent Undertak- 
ing, the Judge of all Thoughts knows to be 
far from mine. 

J name no Morning and Evening Prayers for 
particular Perſons: Becauſe here are ſo many 
occaſional Prayers, whoreof every one may take 
their Choice from Time to Time, for private Uſe, 
according to particular Exigents, and beſides, 
thoſe for Families may as fitly ſerve for the Clo- 
ſet, changing but the plural Number into the 
ſingular: I have net direfled to conclude the 
Evening Devotions with ihe Lord's Prayer; 
ot becauſe I count it improper at that Time to 
be uſed, but becauſe I think we have ſtill a 
Liberty e, adding or omitting it; and there- 
fore I have pointed to it for one Part of the 
Day, and left it out in the other; but they that 
are for it, as an Appendage 70 all the Prayers 
uſed in their Houjes, may make it ſo, if they 
Pleaſe, notwithſtanding that I ſhut up ſome of 
the Family Prayers without it. I make no Diſ- 


| © tintlion neither of ordinary Days; for I under- 


ftand not why the Prayer that ſerves for Mon- 
day er Tueſday, Huld not be as good and pro- 
per for any other Day of the Meet; yet I have 
offered ſeme Variety, that you may take ſcme- 


mes one Form, and ſometimes another ; or 


ſome 
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ſame Part of this Form and ſome of that, as 
you ſee Occaſion, and ſha'l judge moſt pertinent. 
But I make a great Difference of the Qua- 
lities of Perſons, and States of the Soul, and 
Scenes of the Life; according to which, I have 
diſlributed and ſuited ile Offices bere propoſed. 
And though it be not needful to adapt a Prayer 
to every Man's particular Employment in 
the World: Yet no Man, (whatever be his 
Place and Calling) but may find many Prayers 
bere, fitted to the Condition of his Soul, and 
to the great Emergencies of his Life. Only I 
would caution any who may need to be ſo 
advertiſed, ihat I do not intend the particu= 
lar Prayers entitled for ſuch and ſuch Perſons 
of particular Ranks and Stations, as their 
t'xcuſe io ſuperſede all Praying elſe, as if 
uch Perſons needed to uſe no other Prayers; 
but thoſe, over and above, ib) may ſometimes 
add to the reſt: And jo prudenily chuſing 
agreeable Offices, and taking this my whole 
Performance with a little of Chriſtian Candore 
and the Allowance for common Weakneſs, T- 
am willing to h:pe it may uot be unaccept- 
ble to thoſe in my Neighbourhood: (for whons 
am chiefly. concerned) as coming. frem one 
of your own Acquaintance. (my Brethren) 
and one not ſo utterly unacquainted.with the 
Pratiice and the Benefit of . ſuch Exerciſes of 
Devotion: But that [ am able go jay ſamewbas 
from my own Experience (and that of. many 

Years) in ibis May. . However: ſmall (1 muſ 
A 5 con- 
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confeſs) is my Proficiency, is what it might 
bave been; yet the ſeveral Stages that my 
Soul has gone through, the Trials and Tempta- 
tions tbat I bave bad, the Terrors and Per- 
plexities wherewith I bave grappled, ihe Con- 
flits and Troubles of Mind that I bave lain 
under, the many Sins that I bave fallen into, 
(grievous to myſelf, and heinous in the 
Sight of God, though not ſo ſcandalous as 
ſome others, to the View of the World) and 
the Eſcapes that 1 have made, the Preſer- 
vations and Deliveranses, the Mercies and 
Bleſſings, the Revivings and Comforts, that 
I bave found; are ſo many Inticements 10 
me, and ſo many Engagements upon me, 16 
do ſomewhat accerding to the Ability, which 
(God bath given me, for the Direction, the Sup · 
port and Help of others, that may be in the 
like Condition. And may ihe Thing bere done 
be but well taken by any that fear God, 
{ the Generation of them that ſeek his Face, 
and are in Love with Prayer !) 1 ſhall then 
little concern myſelf, what's the Reſentment 
or Cenſure of any one elſe; whether it be ibe 
worldly Drudge, the ſordid Earth-worm, 
that throws Prayers out of Doors, as his In- 
terruption and Hindrance; or the diſſolute 
Epicure ; bat takes Pleaſure in nothing but 
bis Mire, and forinks from drawing nigh to the 
holy God, as bis hated Taſk and Torment; 
or the propbane Droll, ihat even laughs bis 
Judge cternal iz tbe Face, and mightily ap · 

Plauds 
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plauds bimſelf, for daring to make a Scorii' ef 
all that is Serious and Sacred; or he trifling 


Imperrinent, that is for all Manner of Exer- 
ciſes, but enly thoſe of. Religion; or laſtly, 


ihe formal Hypocrite, that «nly now and then 
paſſes a ſlight Compliment on the Majeſty of 
Heaven, but flill mortally hates the Life and- 


Power of Godlineſs : The Senſe and the Satiſ- 


faction of one prous experienced Cbriſtian, that 


bas known the Grace of God in Truth, ts 
more to me, ban the Exceptions and the 
Clamours of @ Thouſand juch as theſe. 

If this Piece fly further abroad, than my 
ferft Intention, and if ethers, that know no- 


thing of what concerns me, may Pick out any 
thing here, to further them in the Way Heaven- 


ward ; I ſhall have the mere Cauje then to 
e God, for making me /uch an Inſtru- 


ment of bis Grace, Zea, tc here I can but do 
the leaſt Good to any poor Soul, I ſhall not 


ihink my Labour in vain in the Lord, But 
my great Care is for ihe Souls of cobem I have 
the Charge; and for the reſt of m Friends 
and Neighbours within my Reach, whom 1 
bade (you know) /o much and often impor- 


tuned and called upon, o give ihemſetves ' 
to Prayer, both in your Families, and in your 
Retirements every Day. Not barely to read, 
or ſay over ſo many Words of Prayer (as 


if it would preſently make all whole and well, 
only lo uſe ſuch or ſuch a Form, that you 


think pertinent to your Caſe, as a: Plaiſter

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fit for the Sore) but to do it with a pray- 
[| ing Heart, with a Mind intent «pon the 
it Mork, and your Spirits engaged in his Ser- 


vice. The Reaſons for which, and the Ne-

(| Era Bra cially where other Abilities are 
= ad tc wanting) I ſhall not infift upon 
[| bere; becauſe I have done it 
4 already elſewhere. 
| Indecd what ſome talk ſo much againſt all 
Forms of Prayer, [I think, ts as li'tlz to be 
regarded, as what others do ſo bilterly inveigh 
| againſt all Prayer that is out of Form: But 
n this Matter I cannot but much approve the 
1 Temper of an eminent Churchman, (afler- 
| wards mad: one of our Right Reverend Biſhops ) 
Fiſhop V. Who in bis Method and Order 
3 for Private Devotion, hu 
into t o- ' 1 
| fer) jd Edi /560 i and moderately gives bis 
| P. 62. Whether every porliculur Expref- 
uon or the juſt Words be Fore-thought, #t 
e haply matters not very much: But that 
|| « {ome fit, ſignificant, proper and quickening 
1 *« Expreſſions for the ſeveral Parts and Sub- 
| * flantials of my Prayer be prepared, it is 
| « expedient.” P. 81. ©* 1. profeſs myſelf no 
« whit guilty of undervaluing the free Effu- 
« ſions of the Soul before God (in privale 
« eſpecially) in juch Expreſſions as the af- 
* ſected moved Mind ſuggeſts; or, as the 
. Spirit 
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« Spirit gives Utterance.” —P. 284. If 1 
« am able lo pray otherwiſe 1 ſhall not haply al- 
« ways ſee it fit or convenient to uſe ſet or com- 
« poſed Forms; for 1hat there may be many 
« pariicular affecting Circumſtances in mySins, 
« which no Form will expreſs ſo plainly, as I 
« have need to expreſs them, for the moving

« Heart ready, and ſo compoſed, that I dare

« Though conſtantly to uſe that Way, may

„% And it may often occaſion the Omiſſion of 


« many neceſſary Things, through Incogitancy,

« But whether the Words in which we utler 
te ourſelves, be Fore-thought or ſudden, pro- 


« vided they fitly and reverently expreſs the

Earneſtneſs beſeech you io take Care, and to 
make Conſcience, that the Thing be daily 


done, and that heartily, as to the Lord : 


As ever you hope to reap any real God 
from the Labours of your Miniſters, or ever 


to ſee their Faces, or the Face of God with 


Comfort in that great Day, when we muſt 


all give up our laſt Accounts, and be fonally 


determined for our everlaſting State. When 
ſuch as could not be prevailed with to give 
themſelves jo Prayer, and to call upon the 
Name of God, now in ihe Day of Grace, 
(this Time of Mercy) Hall wid fruitleſs 
Deſires, wiſh themſelves out of Being; and 
no leſs vainly, than deſperately, call upon 
Rocks and Mountains to fall upon them oa 
to hide them from his Face, and ie ſave them 
from his Wrath in ihe Day of Judgment, 
that Time of Recompence and Fury. And 
therefore according to that moſt cogent Adme- 
nition of tbe Autbor of the Whole Duty of 
Man, Part 5. Sect. 12. Lei no Man 1hat 
«© profeſſes himſelf a Chriſtian, keep ſo Hea- 
«© theniſh @ Family, as not to ſee that Grd 
« be daily worſhiped in it.” To which, let 
that be added 7 ihe uber Author e, 
e 
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ed. P.15. *© Prayer with the Family, no 
« one who would have God to bleſs bis Family 
„ gan think that he may neglett.” And I a 
give no furiber Exboriation bere 
io Family-Prayer; * Becauſe 7 
have done ſo much to that Purpoſe ,.. 
fince the firſt Edition bereof, in 
another Book written upen that particular 
Argument. 
Beloved, I am more ſenfible of my own 
Frailty, than to reckon pn a much longer 
Continuance in the World; (which we all 
ſhall find to be jo ſhort a Thoroughfare 10 
the Place of our eternal Abode :) And while 
1 live, I deſire nothing more from you, than 
tbe Conſolation of obſerving your Devotion, 
end ſtriving together with me in your Prayers 


for your own Salvation. And when I am dead 


and gone, I would leave bebind me, net only 
ſome Token of my Love to you, but alſo 
ſome Aſſiſtance in that Way of your Duty, 
wherein you are 10 follow thoſe who are al- 
ready entered into the beavenly Glory. 

I am apt to think, that ſome who are con- 
vinced of this Duty (to uſe daily Prayers) 
and who alſo feel an Inclination to it, and 


ſome Diſpoſedneſs for it, in their Hearts, 


may yet be under @ Diſcouragement for want 


of ſuitable Helps in @ Readineſs to diſcharge 
the Work. For ſuch, alas ! is the Dulneſs and 
Indifferency of finful Men to that which is beſt 


for them, and which moſs highly concerns 
18 them; 
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them; that they are not apt to be ſolicitous 
(/o as they uſe to ſhew themſelves in their 
worldly Concerns) to ſeek out after the Pro- 
viſions and Conveniences for the ſpiritual : 
Life, wnleſs theſe fall diretly in their Way, 
and are ſet juſt before tbem. And therefore this 
Prayer-Book I have had in my Thoughts to 
provide, and put into the Hands of ſome of 
the poorer Sort; and (without 1mpoſing up- 
on any) I would alle move ſuth able Friends, 
as may favour the Deſign, to lend a charitable 
Hand in aſſiſting to furniſh more of thoſe 
poor Creatures, who, by the Help of ſuch a 
Gift, might be put in a Way to get the beſt ans 
greateſt: Riches : But I Hall not offer to di/- 

turb any that are in the Poſſeſſion of better 
Means already: no, let them go on with the 
Uſe of them, and God's Bleſſing be upon them : 
And if but any Thing here ſhould be found. 


agreeable and uſeful to others, they are at 


liberty to collect and take what they will, 
and paſs over the reſt. For (as the celebrated 
Dr. Hammond tells us) Prat. Cat. Lib. 3. 
Seft. 2. Anſw. 5.) © The Church being

« Patterns, 10 direct and prepare himſelf to

Now, may this poor Attempt of mine be an 
Invitation to ſome of my pious and learned 
Brethren in the Miniſtry, to ſet out ſome 
| better Entertainment for their People: And 
| ſhall be abundantly ſatisfied and pleaſed, to 
fee the Thing promoted, and ſtill further im- 
proved; though my whole Performance ſhould 
be vacate and excluded, to make Room for 
others deſerving the Precedence. In the mean 
Time, may a Bleſſing from above follow theſe 
ſmall Endeavcurs of mine, and make them 


Profperous (in any Meaſure) to help your De- 


votton : And that you may in the Uſe of any 
Prayers here ſet before you, find ſome Ad- 


vaniage to your Souls, and the daily Promo- 
tion of your Santirification, Peace, and Salva-

was pleaſed to give me his Senſe) need 
| | more 
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more to be inſſted upon than commonly 
we find; but that I feared fuch Exlarge- 
ments of the Prayers might hinder many 
Families from ing them at all: And tho“ 
now I was ſolicited again, to haſten ano- 
ther Review in order to the Impreſſion, 
more Additions you might have ſeen through- 
out the Book ; but that I ſhould thus have 
made it too chargeable for ſome Pockets, 
and too bulky for any. 

The many Emendations therefore, which 
intelligent Peruſers may obſerve in this new 
Edition will not add either to the Size or 
Price; but only make ſome Things more 
ſmooth and eaſy to thoſe of inferior Ca- 
pacity; and the Intermixture of many 
more Words here than formerly, now ſet 
in the Halick Letter, may not only brighten 
the Page, but better engage the Attention, 
and quicken the Sexſe of common Readers. 

May it pleaſe GOD to give the Peru- 
fers of theſe Helps ſerious Minds, and pray- 
ing Hearts, the good Intention, and fervent 
Devotion, to make the Fuel here prepared.

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[Witneſs of thy Spirit with his Spirit, to per- 
ſuade him, that he is the Chi/d of God, whom 
thou loveſt though thou chaſteneh, and 
with. thy Terrors prepareſt him for thy 
Comforts. O that he may ſee Love in the 
Rod, and take it as the Chaſtiſement of a 
kind Father, and not the Vengeance of an 
incenſed Judge ; and that he may find this 
Humiliation working for his everlaſting 
(Conſolation : Seeing they that mourn, are 
bleſſed, and ſhall be comforted : And ſuch 
as ſow in Tears ſhall reap in Foy.

Rebuke him not in thy Anger, 
neither chaſten him in thy ſore Di/pleaſure ; 
but return and ſet him free from the heavy 
Preſſure now upon him. Be pleaſed, O 
rs; to deliver him; O Lord, make haſte. 
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to help him. Quicken him for thy Name's 
Sake; and for thy Righteouſneſs Sake, 
bring his Soul out of Trouble. Thou haſt 
ſhewed him great and fore Troubles: Be

I ſo lay it out, for the Service of thy holy 
Truth, and ſet forward the bleſſed De- 
ſign of the Goſpe! of thy dear Son; that, 
after my Advancement here, I may not be 
thrown down hereafter: Nor receive the 
dreadful Doom, for betraying my Truſt, 
and abuſing my Authority: But may ap- 
pear with Comfort and Joy before my *

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whoſe holy Cauſe I eſpouſed and advanced; 
and whoſe faithful Servants I Heltered and 
cheriſhed, and ſhewed the greateſt Kind- 
neſs to them: And with them may be 
raiſed at the laſt to that higheſt of all Bliſs

Thou, 'Lord, 
Cod Almighty, do the great Work of thy 
Grace, to heal ſuch Wounds and Bruiſes, 
and putrifying Sores; and to recover the 
ruinous Sinners, ſo far gone, under ſuch 
deadly Diſtempers, that the Proargals may 
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come to themlelves, and ariſe, and go to 
their Father: That fuch as were dead, 
may be alive again; and ſuch as were loft, 
may be found; that they may yet turn 
from their evi/ Ways, and come to ſee the 
Beauties of Holineſs, and delight to do thy 
bleſſed Will, O God, and obtain an Inberi.

The Foꝛgivenets ot Sins.

Laſt Day, I do not hate thee, my own 


Fleſp, to bid thee „ay and keep thy Appetite 


for Entertainments infinitely better. Seeing 


believe the Reſurrection of the Body, 


And the Lite Everlaſting, Amen, 
This is the Centre of our Defires, and the 


Crows of our Joys; the Drift of our whole 


Religion; and the Height of all Perſection. 
That which eaſes al our Labours, and 
makes our very Troubles look chearful upon 


us. Wretched Relief, is the Heathens An- 


tidote againſt the Dread of Death; only to 
think, that Die we muſt. But Chriſtians 


have a Conſolation ſtrong indeed: That, 
after Death we ſhall [rue for ever. Our pre- 


ſent Lives are (for the moſt Part) ſpent in 
providing us Livelihoods, And inſtead of 
carrying Happineſs now in our Yefels, all 


that we can do, is but to make Shitt a little 


to flop our Miſery. Though God has graci- 
ouſly made it pleaſant, even to repair the 


Decays of our Nature; yet he would not
